We  are  proud  as  peacocks  of 

our  new  transmitter 

At  last! 


It  is  a  General  Electronic  Laboratories  Model 
FMT-lOA  with  a  15,000  watt  capability — our 
RCA  antenna  has  a  power  gain  of  7.8  which 
multiplies  the  power  to  an  eflfective  radiated 
power  potential  of  115,000  watts. 

We  are  now  operating  the  transmitter  at 
two-thirds  of  its  power  output  making  the  ef- 
fective radiated  power  75,000  watts. 

The  new  transmitter  was  purchased  because 
our  old  second  hand  one  (homemade  in  1946) 
was  unable  to  meet  the  FCC's  requirements  or 
our  high  standards  for  broadcast  signal.  Also, 
the  new  transmitter  will  reduce  operating  costs. 

After  we  receive  our  license  we  contemplate 
applying  to  the  FCC  to  increase  our  output  to 
maximum  capacity  —  the  full  115,000-watt 
radiated  power. 

We  hope  all  of  our  listeners  are  experiencing 
a  stronger,  clearer  signal.  We  should  be  well 
received  even  south  of  the  Mexican  border,  and 
north  of  Santa  Barbara. 

Our  engineers  will  rebuild  the  old  transmit- 
ter to  use  it  as  a  standby,  with  a  system  whereby 
it  turns  on  automatically  should  the  main 
transmitter  fail. 

Our  thanks  to  the  Claremore  Fund,  G.E.L., 
and  to  many  of  our  listeners  who  made  special 
contributions  to  helping  KPFK  become  so 
splendidly  equipped. 
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Transcriptions  are  beginning  to  arrive  from  the  1960  season  of  the 
European  music  festivals.  Among  the  festivals  to  be  found  in  this 
Folio  are  the  Dubrovnik  Festival  from  Yugoslavia,  the  Sibelius  Festival 
which  took  place  in  Helsinki,  Finland,  the  last  two  concerts  from  the 
1959  Budapest  Haydn  Festival,  and  another  of  last  season's  Warsaw 
Festival  of  Contemporary  Music.  Soon  to  follow  will  be  tapes  of  the 
programs  held  in  Prague,  Vienna,  Salzburg,  and,  from  the  BBC, 
Aldeburgh  and  Edinburgh. 
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If  all  the  information  proferred  in  this  Folio  period  gets  past  the 
censoriousness  of  your  hippocampus  (you  did  listen  to  that  program 
in  the  previous  Folio,  didn't  you?),  you'll  be  possessed  of  an  odd  but 
intriguing  smattering  of  scientific  facts.  Things  run  in  cycles  in  this 
department — it  seems  as  though  for  a  month  everything  is  politics, 
or  integration,  or  labor-management  problems.  At  the  moment  every- 
thing seems  to  be,  in  one  way  or  another,  scientific.  We  barely  get 
by  a  Chekhov  rebroodcost  on  the  first  Monday  afternoon  before 
we're  deep  into  the  intricacies  of  cybernetics.  Then,  if  you've  never 
thought  of  structural  geology  as  one  of  the  most  fascinating  subjects 
this  side  of  medieval  erotica,  prepare  to  be  surprised  on  the  night 
of  the  sixth  as  a  man  named  Salzmon  comes  up  with  a  bunch  of 
things  you  never  knew  about  water.  Pauline  Bart  brings  us  two 
of  her  forays  into  the  behavorial  sciences  this  time,  shading  over 
into  biochemistry  as  she  pursues  the  curious  properties  of  lysergic 
acid,  relating  it  first  to  creativity  on  the  eighth,  and  then  coupling  it 
with  some  discussion  of  the  psychology  of  infertility  on  the  seventeenth. 
You  can  get  an  argument  as  to  whether  extrasensory  perception  re- 
search, as  conducted  at  Duke,  is  "science,"  but  Dr.  J.  B.  Rhine's  side 
of  the  story  comes  up  on  the  seventh.  Oceanography  rears  its  wet 
head  on  Sunday,  the  eleventh,  and  on  the  following  Sunday  Jon 
Donald  takes   us   into  a   little  solid-state   physics. 

Of  course  there  are  those  who  look  askance  at  scientists;  there's 
a  point  of  view  which  says  that  there  isn't  enough  morality  among 
them — particularly  when  you  get  into  talking  about  the  Cold  War. 
The  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  has  a 
position  on  this,  and  we  have  a  program  about  it — "The  Social 
Aspects  of  Science,"   recorded   in   Washington,   D.   C,   and   scheduled 
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here  on  the  night  of  the  seventeenth.  From  this  deportment's  point 
of  view,  it's  probably  the  most  important  program   in  the  Folio. 

Although  (already  we  hedge)  there  is  a  fine  KPFA  documentary 
on  the  night  of  the  eleventh,  made  up  from  recordings  made  in  a 
picket  line.    Try  it. 

The  commentators'  series  is  finally  spreading  out  a  little  bit. 
Somebody  wrote  recently  that  KPFK  subordinates  balance  to  responsi- 
bility— that  points  of  view  may  on  occasion  have  to  wait  until  able  and 
responsible  men  are  ready  to  devote  the  necessary  time  and  trouble 
to  present  them  well.  Don  Frey  and  Charles  Farrington,  who  take 
up  the  6:45  spot  on  alternate  Wednesdays  henceforth,  are  a  couple 
of  able  and  responsible  people  indeed,  as  some  of  you  will  recall 
who   heard   our   Republican   Convention   coverage. 

Rudy  Cole,  too,  is  an  able  and  responsible  guy,  as  Californian 
politicos  have  long  known.  Now  editor  of  the  Beverly  Hills  Times, 
Rudy  has  been  around  politics  quite  a  while,  and  he'll  bring  his 
knowledge  and  acumen,  along  with  some  guests,  to  a  regular  spot 
from  now  until  November,  starting  on  the  ninth.  He  promises  to 
avoid  the  public  cliches  of  politicians,  and  to  try  to  get  at  what  really 
goes  on. 

On  the  sixteenth,  incidentally,  we  look  southward  with  something 
of  a  salute  to  the  independence  of  Mexico  on  that  neighbor's  notional 
holiday.  If  you  learned  your  American  history  in  the  usual  places, 
you'll  probably  find  Glenn  Price's  talk  a  particularly  stimulating  thirty- 
five  minutes. 

By  the  time  this  Folio  is  in  the  mail,  KPFK  should  have  its  own 
Studio  Theater  in  operation.  Heretofore  the  production  of  plays  has 
been  catch-as-catch-can;  each  play  was  done  by  a  separate  group, 
and  no  real  system  or  organization  existed  to  insure  regular  and 
continuing  production.  Part  of  the  difficulty  lay  in  our  lack  of  studio 
facilities.  Not  only  did  the  costs  of  THE  SEA  GULL  and  DANGEROUS 
CORNER  donate  their  time  and  talent,  they  did  so  at  weird  after- 
midnight  hours,  these  being  the  only  hours  during  which  studio  space 
and  equipment  could  be  spared  for  such  projects.  This  problem  has, 
we  hope,  been  solved:  three  local  businesses  hove  given  us  the  use 
of  their  sound  studios.  All  that  remained  was  to  get  the  various 
producers  and  directors  together,  select  the  plays,  and  set  up  an 
organization  responsible  for  producing  dramas  at  regular  intervals. 
Such  a  meeting  has  been  held,  and  a  KPFK  Studio  Theater  is  in  its 
infant  stages.  How  and  by  whom  it  prospers  and  produces  is  matter 
for  future  Folios.

KPFK  needs  new  studios.    6,000  square  feet  would  be  perfect. 

The  new  transmitter  makes  morning  broadcasting  possible,  but  we 
can't  do  it  until  we  have  more  space.  At  least  one  more  studio  and 
a  second  control  room  are  necessary. 

We  like  the  Hollywood  area  because  it  is  central,  close  to  the  freeway, 
and  is  in  direct  line  of  sight  to  Mt.  Wilson  (where  our  transmitter  is 
located)  in  case  we  decide  to  microwave  our  audio  instead  of  sending 
it  by  telephone  line. 

The  building  must  be  air-conditioned,  or  at  least  the  portion  which 
will  be  the  actual  studios.  Of  course,  if  the  building  is  cheap  enough, 
we  would  install  the  air  conditioning.
